on the rejection of liis appeal. The appeal 
was decided on the evening of Thursday 
last, and the flext morning at ten minutes to 
eight his head fell. 
The public learned in 


the same breath the rejection of the appeal 
for a new trial and his execution. Verger 
himself did not know till twenty minutes 
before his execution that his appeal, upon 
which he had so much counted, had been 
rejected, or that lie was going to be executed. 
He was- awakened from a sound sleep to 
learn this, to him, astounding intelligence. 
He would not believe it at first, and then 
as he became more fully awakened to the 
truth, he first tried piirsuasion to obtain 
more time, and when he found this fail, he 
flew into that terrible state of mental exalta- 
tion, which had so often characterized his 
conduct since his imprisonment. He de- 
clared that he would not be executed; that 
they might tear him to pieces, but he would 
not go to the scaffold. 


He denounced the Church and the clergy, 


and the heresies of which they were the 
propagators. They were obliged to tour 
him by force from his bed and to carry him 
to the'room, for the final preparation for the 
scaffold. There, when he felt the cold steel 
bf the scissors trimming the hair on the back 
of his neck, in order to facilitate the work of 
the axe, he was seized with a violent trem- 
bling, and from that time tie offered no more 
resistance. He seemed all at once to be 
struck with the reality of his position, and a 
deep prostration ensued. He was, indeed, 
so changed, that he was no longer recogniz- 
able by his voice or his features. 


He was led to the scaffold by the execu- 


tioner and the chaplin of the prison. Ar- 
rived on the last step, he knelt and prayed 
a moment, and then embraced the chaplin, 
kissed the crucifix, wras pushed forward on 
the board which serves to carry his head un- 
der the axe, and in a twinkling his head 
was severed from his body. The whole ex- 
ecution was fearfully rapid in its march.

LATE AND INTERESTING FROM LIBERIA. 


Letters were received yesterday from Mon- 
rovia, via England, of the 12th of January, 
from which we regret to loarn that a serious 
difficulty had . occurred at Cape Palmas, 
between the colonists and natives. Of the 
causes of the outbreak we arc notinformed, 
but the letter states that considerable prop- 
erty had been destroyed, including two large 
native villages situated on the verge of the 
Ca|,e, and several dwelling-houses belong- 
ing to the colonists. 
Of the colonists only 


one death is mentioned. The natives lost 
several. 
It is also stated that Mount 


Vaugh Mission station, with its school hous- 
es, was destroyed. These belonged to the 
Prostestant Episcopal mission, under Bish- 
op Payne. We hope that this report is in- 
correct or exaggerated.
